Some of UMass Lowell’s 
students are trying a different 
approach to hands-on experience 
and work study. They have found 
golden opportunities to put their 
education to the test. Students are 
starting their own businesses. 
Trying to earn a degree while 
being an entrepreneur seems like 
quite a difficult, if not impossible 
task. Will they succeed? 

According to Dr. Braxton 
Hinchey, Professor of Marketing 
at UML, “A degree is not neces¬ 
sary to own a business, as long as 
you’ve learned about basic busi¬ 
ness principles someplace along 
the line.” 

Dr. Hinchey certainly advo¬ 
cates the idea of young people 
starting their own businesses. 
“Without entrepreneurs, the 
whole economy would eventual¬ 
ly grind to a halt,” he said. 
However, he advises that they 
take seriously the risks involved 
and exercise caution when con¬ 
sidering this kind of enterprise. 

“Because you have the cap¬ 
ital or school experience and an 
idea that you fall in love with. 


you become blind to the reality of 
the marketplace,” Dr. Hinchey 
stated. “Most businesses fail 
because they are undercapitalized 
or they are completely innocent 
of basic marketing principles.” 

In 1991 at age 19, Edward 
Smith, president of College 
Bound Movers, Inc., and a histo¬ 
ry major at UML, actually started 
his business with no capital. 
C.B.M., Inc. is a moving and 
storage company based in Lowell 
that began entirely out of hard 
work and muscles. “It was noth¬ 
ing more than a way to help pay 
for college. As I made more 
money, I was actually able to hire 
a few people and start renting 
trucks,” Smith said. 

Now C.B.M., Inc. is an 
established company with 17 
employees and is listed weekly in 
Brad Street Financial Report. It 
has grown from monthly sales of 
$500 to a projected $49,000 this 
coming summer due to a recent 
contract with United Van Lines. 
Although he has been quite suc¬ 
cessful, Smith regrets that 
C.B.M., Inc. hinders his efforts in 
college.

No parking on Broadway 

Lowell Police issue mystery tickets to students

For the past two weeks, 
unknowing students have been 
ticketed on Broadway Street in 
front of Cobum and Mahoney 
Hall. According to the City of 
Lowell Police, between 
December 1st and March 31st 
there is supposed to be no park¬ 
ing on Broadway Street. The 
City of Lowell Police were sur¬ 
prised when told that there are 
no signs to warn students of 
this rule. 

A sergeant at the Lowell 
Police Department stated, 
“between the dates of 
December 1st and March 31st 
there is no parking between 
2AM and 6AM on Broadway.” 

The sergeant’s statement 
didn’t explain why a great 
number of students are being 
fined during the day. 

Kerrie Belluardo, a 
junior, has been ticketed twice 
now. The first time she was 
fined $10 and the second $5.

Every car 
parked on the side of the road 
had a ticket on it. It doesn’t 
seem fair that there is no warn¬ 
ing.” 

Officers at the Lowell 
Police Department didn’t know 
why these students were ticket¬ 
ed either. When asked, an 


anonymous officer said, “uhhh, 
I don’t know.” 

He went on to say, “Well 
you know, the students got that 
new, big parking lot and they 
still park on the side of 
Broadway. They don’t have to 
park there anymore.” 

The point is though, that 
if there is no sign to tell stu¬ 
dents that they can’t park on 
Broadway, why shouldn’t 
they? The police said they 
would probably try to put some 
kind of sign up but as soon as 
they do, the sign gets stolen. 

Another place where stu¬ 
dents have to beware is on 
University Avenue between 
Riverside and VFW. Lowell 
Police say many students and 
teachers park in the travel lane 
and they are not going to take it 
anymore. From now on, the 
police are going to tow, without 
warning, every car parked in 
this section. They are going to 
send officers down there three 
times a day and if they find cars 
in the travel lane, they will 
immediately be carted away.

Plans are in the works to 
find a new Director of 
Technology Transfer who will 
organize an office of research in 
scientific and technical fields at 
UML. This will eventually lead to 
new discoveries, inventions, and 
processes. 

The new director will help 
promote the transfer of UML 
technology to the market. “The 
whole idea is to make commercial 
use of inventions as a result of 
faculty and student research,” 
says Aldo Crugnola, Dean of 
Engineering, “In the past, we 
haven’t had an outlet for these 
kinds of things. Until now, we 
have developed our own inven¬ 
tions independent from industry.” 
Hopefully, the University will be 
able to form partnerships with 
industries which could result in 
part- ownership of a company. 
However, the legal aspects have 
yet to be worked out. “One of our 
missions is to promote economic 
well-being in the state as well,” 
says Crugnola. 

The new director must have 
extensive knowledge of market¬ 
ing and finance skills along with 
science and technology experi¬ 
ence. He or she will expand 
UML’s relationship with industry 
and find appropriate markets for 
its discoveries. The Director must 
have excellent written and oral 
skills and a commitment to reach¬ 


ing the goals set by the program. 
He or she will educate UML fac¬ 
ulty on ways to protect their ideas 
through patents and copyrights. 
The new director will also repre¬ 
sent UML at professional events 
and open up channels of commu¬ 
nication with other universities as 
well as create support through 
technology transfer and business 
assistance organizations. 

One of the projects the new 
director will be working on is 
Impact, a laboratory incubator in 


the University. UML is planning 
to acquire space in the 
Wannalancit Building to expand 
the project. “Companies that are 
just starting out could come in and 
rent space,” says Crugnola,”They 
could make use of the equipment 
until they got on their feet.” 

A 15- person search com¬ 
mittee has been established to 
recruit the most qualified individ¬ 
ual for the position. It will be 
coordinated through President 
Hooker’s office.

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Women’s Studies Brown 
Bag Lunch Discussion 
in November

Tracy Cutter discussed the 
effects of women’s studies cours¬ 
es on student attitudes as part of 
the Women’s Studies Brown Bag 
Lunch Series. Ms. Cutter, a grad¬ 
uate student in the Community 
and Social Psychology program, 
conducted research on women's 
studies courses at UMass Lowell 
in the Spring semester of 1994 for 
her Master’s Thesis. The talk, 
entitled “Assessing the Impact of 
Women’s Studies Courses on 
Students at UMass Lowell,” was 
held in McGauvran on South 
Campus in early November. 

The research study investi¬ 
gated the effects that women’s 
studies courses at UMass Lowell 
had on student attitudes toward 
women and their feminist identity 
development. For example, did 
the attitudes of students enrolled 
in women’s studies courses 
change significantly over the 
semester? Did the women’s stud¬ 
ies students internalize a more 
feminist identity at the end of the 
course than at the beginning? Did 
the courses affect men and 
women differently? These were 
key questions of this project. 

After briefly reviewing 
some of the literature on this 
topic, Ms. Cutter described the 
methodology and results of her 
study. A questionnaire was 
administered to students in four 
women’s studies and four non¬ 
women’s studies courses at 
UMass Lowell during the first and 
last two weeks of classes. The 
questionnaire was designed to 
measure attitudes toward women 
and the development of a feminist 
identity. 


Some significant differences 
from pretest to posttest were 
found. The attitudes of the women 
students became more egalitarian 
after taking a women’s studies 
course. The men became signifi¬ 
cantly more committed to action 
on behalf of women after taking a 
women’s studies course, whereas 
the men in the control courses 
became significantly less commit¬ 
ted to action on behalf of women 
from pretest to posttest. The 
results suggest that women’s stud¬ 
ies courses do affect student atti¬ 
tudes. Significant differences 
were also found between men and 
women in several areas. For 
example, the women had more 
egalitarian attitudes than did the 
men overall, and only the men 
experienced significant change 
over the semester in regard to 
their commitment to action on 
behalf of women. This study 
explored an avenue for changing 
people’s views about women in 
our society. Significant, positive 
changes were found for at least 
some of the measures used in this 
research. 

This study was completed 
under the supervision of thesis 
advisor. Dr. Anne Mulvey, and 
thesis committee members. Dr.

vices. He was enrolled in the 
Criminal Justice program at UML 
and hopes to return to complete 
his degree. For now, Bushnell is 
concentrating on the growth of his 
business and enjoying a 
steady sales increase of 10% 
annually. 

What has he gained 
from this experience? “You 
learn a lot about yourself. I 
thrive on it, and I know I’ll 
never work for anyone else 
again.” 

Although encouraging, 
these business success stories 
are a one-sided view of the 
whole picture. Stacie 
Resendes, UML marketing 
graduate, enjoyed less fleet¬ 
ing prosperity in her entre¬ 
preneurial endeavor. A mem¬ 
ber of an engineering start-up 
company called Dyer Systems, 
Inc., she was forced to leave the 
venture, heartbroken, in search of 
work elsewhere. 


“1 hated leaving. It was like 
divorcing my parents. We were 
like a very involved emotional 
family,” Resendes said. 

Resendes took on many 
responsibilities at the small, spe¬ 
cialized operation, performing 
such tasks as the capital layout.

marketing plan and public rela¬ 
tions. But the product line was 
small, its life cycle already in 
decline. The company was getting 
killed competitively, and capital 
was essentially non-existent. 
Resendes loved the business and 
her partners, but she realized that 
failure was inevitable. 


“When you’re dealing with 
the high-tech industry, you need 
qualified engineers with qualified 
business persons who can come to 
an agreement. We didn’t have 
that,” Resendes said. 

Put bluntly, in the business 
world you either sink or swim. 
Most fail while others suc¬ 
ceed. It takes perseverance, 
business smarts and unfalter- 
. ing nerve to own a business. 
The effort and risk involved 
can be overwhelming. 
Obviously, being an entre¬ 
preneur can be quite difficult 
and time-consuming, espe¬ 
cially for those who are 
simultaneously attempting to 
earn a college degree. 

Dr. Hinchey gave some 
noteworthy advice to young 
entrepreneurs. ‘Try to estab¬ 
lish a relationship with an 
older person that will invest 
money into your idea. It can be 
quite a significant learning experi¬ 
ence,” he said. However, he also 
stressed the importance of a col¬ 
lege education. Dr. Hinchey coun¬ 
sels, “Spend the time it takes for 
you to earn a degree. There is no 
conceivable way to not benefit 
from an education.”

Stolen Mercury Leads to Dorm Evacuation 

Boca Raton, Fla. - The mercury has been going down in southern Florida, but it has nothing 
to do with colder temperatures. 

More than 180 students at Florida Atlantic University Were temporarily moved out of 
their dorm hall after school officials found small mercury spills in 15 separate rooms. 

The students were given emergency physicals and blood and urine tests to determine 
whether or not they have been exposed to the toxic metal. If a high level of mercuiy is 
inhaled, it can cause neurological ailments and liver disease. 

The bulk of the mercuiy was found in Seminole Hall, which houses 185 students, the 
dorm was completely evacuated on Saturday, Nov. 26, after students reported seeing traces of 
the shiny substance on the balcony. Soon after, local health officials detected mercury 
throughout the dorm. 

Campus police found a plastic bottle filled with mercuiy in the room of two female stu¬ 
dents, who are currently being questioned. Earlier in the week, researchers at the school's 
physics lab reported that four pounds of mercury were missing. 

FAU police say most of the missing mercury has been discovered In addition to the dorm 
rooms, they found the substance in the science building and near an outdoor pond. 

Until Seminole Hall is cleared for residents’ use by the health department, which officials 
say may take several weeks, students are staying at the Boca Raton Sheraton at a cost of 
$5,0000 per day to the university. 

N.C. State U. Prof Studies Cockroaches 

Raleigh, N.C. - At first, the laboratory of North Carolina State University's Dr. Coby Schal 
may sound like an exterminator's nightmare. 

Schal's laboratory is home to 2 million cockroaches. 

But the containers of critters are an integral part of Schal's research, which is understand¬ 
ing and devising methods to control cockroaches. 

Schal and the technicians and students who work in his lab are pursuing cockroach con¬ 
trol on several fronts, including studying pheromones and hormones created by the insects. 

Insects often use pheromones-chemical signals-to attract members of the opposite sex. 
Schal has been isolating cockroaches' pheromones to use against them. Pheromone-laced 
traps could be used both mass trapping of roaches and to measure levels of infestation, he 
said. 

Schal and his students also are studying the astounding ability cockroaches have to devel¬ 
op resistance to insecticides. A portion of the lab is reserved for roaches that are resistant to 
different insecticides. 

The cockroaches that are typically found in homes and restaurants have a ik very diverse 
genome,” Schal said. That means that no matter how lethal the substance to which a popula¬ 
tion is exposed, it is likely that some will develop resistance and survive. 


To make sure what happens in the lab is an accurate reflection of what is going on in the 
real world, Schal's students are conducting insecticide and diet tests in apartments owned by 
the Raleigh Housing Authority. 

Employers Project Increase in Hiring, Campus Visits 

Bethlehem, Penn.—Employers plan to hire more college graduates this year than they did 
last year, according to a recent survey by the College Placement Council. 

Overall, respondents project hiring 4.2 percent more graduates in 1994-95 than they 
actually hired in 1993-94. 

And there's more good news: a slightly higher number of employers plan on recruit¬ 
ing for job candidates at college and university campuses they will visit, while 40 percent 
plan to maintain the same number of scheduled visits as last year. Only 23 percent of the 
employers plan to visit fewer campuses this year. 

The net effect: Employers plan to visit 1.2 percent more campuses in the 1994-95 
recruiting season than they visited last year. 

Starting salaries are expected to increase modestly this year. Employers plan to 
increase starting salaries to their new entry-level hires an overall average of 2.8 percent this 
year. Manufacturing employers plan to increase starting salaries to their new hires by 2.9 
percent, services employers plan to increase starting salaries by 2.7 percent and government 
and nonprofit employers plan to increase starting salaries 2.4 percent this year. 

The “Job Outlook ‘95” report is based upon a survey of 227 employers conducted by 
College Placement Council, Inc. 

Classes Around The Clock 

Oklahoma City- Tired of having out at 7-1 until two in the morning? Sick of 
watching Nick at Nite? Then head to the classroom. 

School officials at Oklahoma City Community College have announced 
plans to offer courses 24 hours a day beginning in January. 

“What is nighttime to one person is daytime to another,” said Dr. Bobby 
Gaines, president of the college. “There's a population out there that needs an 
extra opportunity to excel. I believe this project will meet some of those needs.” 

According to Gaines, Oklahoma City has a wide range of shift employees 
working for AT&T, the Federal Aviation Administration and United Parcel 
Service who aren't able to attend classes that are offered at conventional times. 

Initially, Gaines says, OCCC will schedule 12 courses beginning shortly 
after midnight to help serve those workers and others who want to earn an associ¬ 
ates degree or upgrade their job skills. The late-night courses will focus on busi¬ 
ness, healthcare, and computer science. But if the classes fill up and students show 
an interest,” Gaines said, “we’ll consider expanding the schedule.” 

OCCC is believed to be the first institution to offer classes around the clock.

The membership status and enroll 
ment status of the club is unknown to me at this time (remember what I 
said about my schedule?). However, what is left of my gung-ho staff is 
still kicking around somewhere. Her name is Melissa, and she has been 
one hell of a vice president. If you leave a note for her in Fox room 528 
the one with the giant symbol of our sport on the wall, you more than 
likely will get a response, telling you all that you need to know. Good 
luck with your semesters, and your school careers. See you at gradua 
tion (if I can get time off of work)....

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They’re anything but Jerky

For those who don’t know, previously anonymous Johnnie B. and 
Kamal (a.k.a. The Jerky Boys) are two men from New York who prank 
call businesses and, utilizing their talents of alternate identities, annoy the 
hell out of anyone who’ll stay on the line long enough. With their two 
self-titled albums (the 2nd of the two has been nominated for a Grammy 
this year in the “Best Comedy Album” category). The Jerky Boys have 
gathered a substantial college cult following, primarily in the Northeast. 

Now, The Jerky Boys are dropping their “in cognition” and debuting 
their own selves in The Jerky Boys: The Movie ; they were recently in 
Boston, their first stop on a ten-city tour of the U.S. to promote this 
movie. The College Press-only conference was held recently at the 
Sonsie Cafe on Newbury Street, where reporters (I included) from about 
20 area colleges filled the small conference room downstairs. Johnnie B. 
and Kamal arrived fashionably late, and as hard as it is to believe, they 
were your average, normal-looking guys from New York (though Kamal 
had a Johnny Carson-”Camac”-like turban and cape on over his New 
York jersey). 

First of all, you might wonder how the Jerky Boys got their name; 
Johnnie B. answered lovingly, “You know, true story—my mom, she 
gave us the name when we were trying to think of a name for the first 
album...we were throwing out all sorts of ideas, like The Automechanics, 
The Bootleg...but my mom was just doing the dishes when she said, 
“Why don’t you just call yourselves the f***ing ‘Jerky Boys’?” Just like 
that, you know. As soon as she said that, we were like, holy shit, that’s 
it.” They’ve been doing this kind of Jerky-work for a while (since 
1986/’87), but Kamal tries to retrace exactly how their publicity came 
about: 

“What happened was...like, all the classic originals you heard, all the 
stuff you probably heard when you were in school, that stuff I gave to one 
guy, and that one guy made copies of it...six months later I was in a bar 
and the people sitting next to me were laughing about something and they 
said, “Then the guy says “I’ll wrack yer head in with a ratchet”...So that’s 
how it went through, you know, people in colleges just passing it around 
to their friends or whatever.” 

As said. The Jerky Boys weren’t always candid about their true identi¬ 
ties; but, when they started a 900-number, they valiantly (and rather 
unsuccessfully) tried to reveal that it was they who were behind the hilar¬ 
ious voices of Tarbash the Indian Magician and the abrasive Frank Rizzo. 
“So many people started saying, “Yeah, that’s my roommate down the. 


you know, this is him man...but when they meet us, it’s like, “C’mon, 
get outta here,” Kamal told us. Johnnie B. added that, “I said it once 
and they didn’t believe me so I never said it again, they tracked us 
down through the phone line, so they knew it was the real thing...we 
even did a voice analysis test because so many people, including big- 
name radio hosts were saying they were us. That’s part of the reason 
that we decided to come out, make a business out of it. It’s for a 
good laugh, and all these people were doing terrible, terrible imita¬ 
tions of us.” Their material is entirely spontaneous, as Kamal 
described that “I’ll say [to Johnnie] “Dial 254-6—.” He’ll dial and 
I 11 say, “Alright, it’s a...medical center.” Whenever we think too far 
ahead, it just doesn’t work as well.” 

Kamal claims that Tony Danza (yes, of “Who’s the Boss?” fame) 
had first approached them with the idea for a movie: “What hap¬ 
pened was, they came to us...Hollywoo—actually, Tony Danza called 
up the people who were affiliated with us and said, “I see a movie 
with you guys...so then the people that he tried to hook us up with 
didn't see the movie, but Caravan [the movie company that is releas¬ 
ing JB:M ] did...they have big distribution, and they’re only one of 
two American movie people...Disney wanted us...there was an inde¬ 
pendent movie studio who wanted us, but it involved too much cream 
and oil [referring to the independents who put outpomos].” 

The movie itself is semi-biographical, in that there are these two 
guys making prank calls and using different voices; however, in the 
movie the two men get into some pretty heavy trouble with the mob. 
The true life JBs have had some legal problems in the past with their 
strange calling habits, but now they have strict rules for what they do: 
they never do repeated calls to one number, they never call homes, 
and they always get the “victim” to sign a release form before they 
even consider putting the recorded call on an album. They do feel 
remorse for some of the calls they’ve made, right? Wrong. Johnnie 
B. shook his head and said (amongst laughter), “I feel very hurt 
sometimes. I sob...naw, we don’t give a shit.” Kamal figures it like 
this: “It’s that we call businesses...like, if you received a call like that 
at work, you wouldn’t take it personally. When you call a person at 
his home and scare ‘em, that’s when I feel bad. But we never do 
that.” 

The strangely creative minds who came up with this marketing 
idea are packaged underneath such ordinary personas, so in regards 
to the oddity of some of their skits and responses, I had to ask what 
was the strangest response they’ve ever received from someone that 
they’d called, Kamal’s reply being: “I dunno about Johnnie, but one 
time I called an operator and she said, “I know who you are, you’re 
the Jerky Boys,” or,”Pssh, yeah, who do these guys think they are— 
the Jerky Boys?” The JBs honestly do not know exactly where this 
venture will take them, nor do they care: “I don’t give a shit 
man...this is great now, it’s like a wave and we’re just riding it...” 
Johnnie B. said poignantly. Kamal responded with an equally firm 
but uncertain answer: “I’m a bass player, and I love to play music, 
but urn...I’ll probably go back to shucking clams.” 

Perhaps, if their movie goes on to receive better reviews than the 
recent critically panned Dumb and Dumber (though it would be nice 
if JB:M grossed as much money and publicity), Kamal won’t have to 
worry about shucking clams, and Johnnie B. won’t have to do any¬ 
more construction work.

which features JBs,Tom Jones performing Lenny Kravitz's “Are You 
Gonna Go My Way,” and others.

I’ve noticed a large amount of arti¬ 
cles recommending certain comic 
books for diverse reading. Based on 
this, I now throw my proverbial hat 
into the ring by suggesting my own 
favorite comics for those bored with 
“normal “ comic titles. 

Bone: Art and story by Jeff Smith. If 
you’ve haven’t already checked out 
the adventures of Fone Bone and his 
cousins Smiley and Phoney along 
with their many friends and enemies, 
you’re missing out on one of the best 
independent comics in a long time. 
Smith’s simple pen and ink cartoon 
style goes well with his combination 
of humor and fantasy adventure. 

Savage Henry and Those Annoying 
Post Bros: Art and story by Matt 
Howarth. For truly insane science 
fantasy/violent humor, you can’t go 
wrong with the residents of Bugtown, 
an interdimensional city where anar¬ 
chy is the rule, electronic rock the 
music of choice and every Bugtown 
bom person has the ability of “reality 
shifting”(interdimensional teleporta¬ 
tion). Ron and Russ Post are the ulti¬ 
mate anti-heroes, causing (and getting 
into) trouble all across the multiverse. 
Savage Henry is the lead guitarist of 
the Bulldaggers (Bugtown’s #1 rock 
group), also consisting of his girl¬ 
friend Caroline(A clone on key¬ 
boards), Monsieur Boche (Scheming 
Samoan synthesist), Conrad 
Schnitzler(Real life German synthe¬ 
sist) and H.P, Lovecraft’s monster 
C’thulu as their road manger! 
Howarth’s wild pen styles and guest 
appearances by real electronic musi¬ 
cians make these two comics worth a 
peek. 


Jink:Art by David Boiler. Story by 
Wendy Pini and John Ostrander. This 
comic is published by WaRP 
Graphics, the creators of Elfquest and 
is set 1000 years after the events of 
the EQ title Shards. The world of 
Abode is now a high tech human pop¬ 
ulated world that faced war 40 years 
ago with an insect race called the 
Never-ending. A mysterious woman 
named Jink stopped them with her 
psychic abilities. Now she’s needed 
again, but she doesn’t want the job. 
She may also be a descendent of 
Abode’s vanished(not extinct) race, 
the elves. 1 won’t reveal more but 1 
will say that Boiler’s art is excellent 
and Pini and Ostrander work together 
well on the story. 

The Rebels Art by Delfin Barral. 
Story by Bern Harkins. Set at the 
same time as Jink and based on a 
comic created by Wendy Pini in the 
60’s, the Rebels consist of Cosmo, a 
cadet of Skyward(Abode’s starfleet). 
Scorch, his hot headed buddy, 
Chandra, a female student from an ice 
world colony. Shimmer, a cyborg, and 
Rosie, a half human/ half Preserver 
(An important creature in the EQ 
saga)humanoid They’re on the run for 
saving Shimmer and Rosie from a 
government lab and stealing a proto¬ 
type starship and a mysterious elfin 
artifact. Barral’s Japanese inspired 
artwork fits with Harkins’ fast paced 
story. Both Jink and the Rebels will 
crossover into each other at a later 
time.

Men’s Basketball drops close one to N.H.C. 


Poor officiating and 
inconsistant play led to a 
3-point loss to New Hampshire

They should have won. It’s that sim¬ 
ple. Leading by 8 at the half, the River 
Hawks were victimized by sloppy play, poor 
decision making; and most importantly, hor¬ 
rendous officiating as they fell 63-60 to the 
New Hampshire college Penmen last 
Wednesday at Costello Gym. 

Lowell came out flat to start the game 
and fell quickly behind 12-6. The game went 
back and forth with no team gaining control 
until the half-way mark of the first half when 
junior center Jeichael Henderson brought the 
home crowd to its feet with an emphatic 
reverse jam on a break-away. That play 
shifted momentum into Lowell’s favor, as 
the River Hawk’s picked up the pace and 
forged ahead to a 37-29 half-time lead. 
Junior forward Jarvis Murray out of Detroit 
Cody High School in Michigan led the 
hawks with six first half points. 

The second half started off in much 
the same way the first half did, with New 
Hampshire College chopping away at the 
River Hawks lead before Lowell buckled 
down on defense and pushed the lead to a 
game high 10 points with 15 minutes left to 
play. That’s when the ref’s took over the 
game. It’s understandable that an official 


might make one or two poor calls over the 
course of a 40-minute contest, after all 
they’re only human, but the game was out of 
control. One of the main problems was that 
it appeared the refs forgot how to count, or 
they would most definitely have called a 3- 
second foul on one of the many times a 
Penmen big-man set up camp in the paint. 
Also, the officials missed some big fouls 
committed against Lowell players late in the 
game that all but sealed the River Hawks 
fate. Jeichael Henderson, Spencer Staggs, 
and Zach Zegarowski each threw in nine 
points to lead the River Hawks well bal¬ 
anced offensive attack. 

Although the game was poorly offici¬ 
ated, that isn’t an excuse for the inconsistent 
play Lowell displayed on the court. Over the 
last 15 minutes of the game Lowell was 
plagued by poor shot selection, defensive 
lapses, and general mental breakdowns. 
Lowell has the talent to overcome poor offi¬ 
ciating or inconsistent play, but overcoming 
both was a little more than the Hawks could 
handle on this night. Hopefully, Lowell can 
rebound from this loss an get back on the 
winning track for tomorrow night’s NECC 
match-up with Keene State at Costello Gym 
at 7:30.
